Short Time for Defense. 


The French have had some two 
weeks in which to strengthen the 
new line they have taken up. This 
is not a great deal of time in which 
to organize a great defensive posi- 
tion in depth, to allocate troops, es- 
tablish supply depots and railheads, 
organize communications, arrange 
for mutual support between adjoin- 
ing units, and prepare obstacles and 
tank traps, anti-aircraft and anti- 
tank fires. If enough work has been 
accomplished to hold the superior 
Germans wn this line, it may be ac- 
counted another Weygand miracle. 
It must, however, be kept in mind 
that for the most part the new line 
has considerable natural strength.

fact that the Germans, after a short 
artillery barrage, attacked first of 
all with masses of infantry, covered 
by dive bombing operations and fol- 
lowed by light tanks. 


This is a repetition of the tactics 
of the close of the World War, 
when in many cases the artillery 
barrages were cut short to avoid 
giving the enemy too long to bring 
up his reserves. In many cases this 
lack of artillery preparation was 
heavily paid for by the attacking 
infantry in casualties from machine 
gun positions which had not been 
cleaned out; it is doubtless to keep 
down such machine-gun fires that 
the Germans are using their dive 
bombers as their infantry closes to 
the assault. Whether this form of 
tactical combination will be as use- 
ful as that employed on the Meuse, 
which dispensed almost altogether 
with artillery preparation, used dive 
bombers much more freely, and laid 
great stress on getting tanks and 
other armored elements through to 
fan out behind the French lines, re- 
mains to be seen. Probably it will 
not gain ground so fast, and cer- 
tainly one would expect the Ger- 
mans to suffer more heavily from 
the French artillery than they did 
on the Meuse, where their armored 
units and air force seem to have 
overwhelmed the French batteries 
before the latter could do very 
much. j

8000 to 10,000 human beings were 
there when the stukas (dive bomb- 
ers) arrived. 

Nobody knows yet how many 
people were killed. You can see the 
wax dummies from a department 
store window, strewn about and 
jumbled on the sidewalks in front 
of the store, and you could prob- 
ably put the arms and legs andi 
bodies and heads together again 
and count them, but you could not 
do that with human beings. 

The bombers came back to Man- 
beuge on May 12, 15 and 16 to finish 
the job. Women and children and 
old people got in the way some- 
times, of course. They could not 
very well help it. The flyers could 
not help it, either. There are a lot 
of things nobody can help once 
there is a war.

Legislative plans for national defense, rapidly tak- 
ing definite form in Congress, recognize the great 
importance of air strength. Thus, they show a 
gratifying disposition to break away from the tradi- 
tional grooves of army and navy thinking and to 
adapt the lessons taught by current aerial warfare. 

Specifically, the bill which the Senate has passed 
and sent to the House for adjustment of minor dif- 
ferences, calls for expanding of the present naval 
air force of 1813 planes and 2958 pilots to 10,000 
planes, manned by 16,000 pilots. It also provides for 
the establishment and outfitting of a ring of naval 
air bases around the United States. 

Meanwhile, the figures for the defense program 


‘rise rapidly. In addition to the $2,115,000,000 which 


Congress appropriated for the army and navy to 
meet the budget requirements, President Roosevelt

has now asked for $1,182,000,000 more for enlarge- 


‘ment and modernization of the armed forces. 


Large as the defense bill already is, it will be 
still larger, and it is refreshing to see congressional 
leaders thinking in terms of pay-as-you-go and a 


broadened tax base—a broadening, which, however, 


should be accompanied by changes to relieve the in- 
cidence of hidden taxes on persons of low income. 

Members of the new National Defense Commission 
are making ready to devote their full time to their 
great responsibility. So important does Mr. Stet- 
tinius consider his post that he has resigned the 
chairmanship of U. S. Steel, while Mr. Knudsen has 
taken a leave from General Motors. 

One thing which the new co-ordinating agency will 
soon discover is that whatever its benefits, there 
are serious drawbacks to our system of maintaining 
separate Departménts of the Navy and War with 
their distinct air forces, to say nothing of a Coast 
Guard under the Department of the Treasury. They 
will find that there are rivalries between the 
branches of the armed forces which tend to magnify 
small things and obscure important issues. They 
will find that both efficiency and economy in all 
probability would be served by creating a Depart- 
ment of National Defense in the President’s Cabinet. 

The bill of Representative Hill of Washington to 
bring the defense forces under a unified executive 
branch embodies no new idea. Just eight years ago, 
while the Republicans were in control, the Demo- 
cratic leadership in the House worked assiduously 
to achieve the merger in the interests of economy. 
The late Representative Byrns of Tennessee, later 
Speaker, introduced the proposal, and such legislators 
as John J. Cochran of St. Louis favored it. Esti- 
mates then were that $100,000,000 would be saved 
the first year the merger became effective. 

Only strong White House pressure, exerted direct- 
ly in the House lobby by Walter Newton, Herbert 
Hoover’s political secretary, staved off favorable 
action in the lower branch and, as it was, there were 
135 votes for the union to only 153 opposed. The 
Democrats thought well of the merger idea then. 

Japan is the only one of the four great dictator 
Powers today with separate ministerial heads for 
armed forces. There is no time or place for petti- 
fogging defense rivalries in Germany, Italy or 
Russia. In addition, many other countries have 
single ministries of defense, including Finland, 
Sweden, Turkey, Ecuador, Egypt, Rumania, Jugo- 
slavia. It may be worth noting that Great Britain 
and France have clung to the system of separate de- 
partments, with its hobbles and factors for disunity. 
Maj. Al Williams is a defense authority whose 
judgment in this matter cannot be ignored. Speak- 
ing before the National Aeronautic Association’s 
aviation forum in Washington recently, he said: 

Naval and military blocs dominating Eng- 
land’s rearmament period—from 1936 to the out- 
break of this war—went overboard in buying 
battleships and the wrong kind of tools and in 
throttling the development of British air power. 

The complete answer, as I see it, is (and I can 
almost feel the gallant spirit of Gen. Billy Mit- 
chell at my shoulder as I say these words) the 
United States must have a separate air force 
under a three-way Department of National De- 
fense—army, navy and air. 

Were the United States to have a Department of 
National Defense, it would be virtually impossible 
to fill so great a post with such small fry as Harry 
Woodring, who sits in the seat of the Secretary of 
War, and such a political Secretary of the Navy as 
Charles Edison, now resigned to run for Governor of 
New Jersey. The post inevitably would need to be 
filled by a Citizen of demonstratedg stature. 
President Roosevelt, as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, proposed merging the three bureaus concerned 
with warship construction as a means for eliminat- 
ing, as he expressed it, their “dog in the manger” at- 
titude toward each other. What does he, as Com- 
mander in Chief of the nation’s armed forces, think 
about unifying our defense? Perhaps the new De- 
fense Commission will help him see the question in 
terms of business efficiency rather than the con- 
servative tradition of army and navy bureaucracy.

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OPEN SLATE-MAKING FOR THE CIRCUIT BENCH. , 
The campaign waged in these columns against 
what is, by and large, the worst Circuit bench in the 
city’s history is bearing fruit. The city committees 
of both parties, fully conscious of public resentment 
against the degradation of the judiciary in recent 
years, set up special groups of lawyers to select can- 
didates for the bench and for Circuit Attorney. The 
Republican group was headed by Lon O. Hocker; 
the Democratic group by Jesse McDonald. 

Instead of the private slate-making of the past, 
where the party politicians secretly chose stooges to 
run for the venerated office of Judge, both parties 
have now come out into the open. Messrs. Hocker 
and McDonald and the members of their groups are 
of high repute in this community and they have ac- 
cepted the difficult job of judicial selection with the 
full knowledge of the public responsibility it entails. 
They would not, we believe, have lent their names to 
this cause if they were not reasonably sure that the 
City Committeemen would support their slates, al- 
though, of course, there is always the possibility 
that some committeemen will apply the double-cross. 

Some very interesting things have occurred in the 
process of slate-making. Circuit Judge Joynt an- 
nounced some time ago he would not be a candidate 
for re-election, as did Circuit Attorney Miller. The 
record compiled by these two men made them a 
liability to their party, so the clear inference is that 
they saved themselves the embarrassment of being 
ditched. They jumped to avoid being pushed. 

It is customary for a political party to recommend 
sitting Judges for renomination. Not to do so is 
ordinarily an admission that their records are such 
as to make it difficult or impossible to induce the 
public to support them. No less than five sitting 
Judges were given the gate by McDonald’s group— 
Padberg, Sartorius, Connor, McLaughlin and Ruddy. 
Of these, Judges Padberg, Sartorius and Connor, all 
of whom have suffered severe criticism for certain 
judicial acts, have filed for renomination. If they 
should be renominated in the face of the McDonald 
group’s report, it will be a clear sign that the ma- 
chine politicians have double-crossed it. It will also 
be a clear sign that the public is asleep at the 
switch. Three of the best Judges—Koerner, Kirk- 
wood and Russell—have properly received approval. 

For the very important office of Circuit Attorney, 
in which it may be said a virtual vacancy has ex- 
isted for some years, the Republicans have nominated 
Joseph Holland while the Democrats have named 
Representative Thomas C. Hennings. Both these 
men are young and ambitious. Holland is a former 
newspaper reporter who has been active in politics. 
Hennings is a former assistant of Franklin Miller, a 
post in which he showed talent as a prosecutor. 

So far, so good. The criticisms of this newspaper 
of incompetent Judges and prosecutors are now 
recognized as valid by the politicians themselves. 
In one spectacular instance, the Democrats have 
slated former Circuit Judge Frank B. Coleman, who 
was knifed by Chairman Hannegan and the City 
Committee two years ago when he ran for nomina- 
tion, despite an excellent record on the bench, to 
which he was appointed by Gov. Stark. His selec- 
tion now is a complete reversal of that action. 

The two parties are to be congratulated for sub- 
stituting open slate-making for the secret and vicious 
slate-making of the past. We honor the forthright- 
ness of the McDonald group in refusing to recom- 
mend sitting Judges, since lawyers are often timid 
in regard to passing judgment on men before whom 
they may have to try cases. 

Meanwhile, the people will vote next November 
on a new and non-political plan for selecting Judges, 
and, if that constitutional amendment is passed, as 
we heartily believe it will, the public will no longer 
be at the mercy even of enlightened political slate- 
makers for the kind of men they have on the bench. 
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A VICTORY. FOR GAS CONSUMERS. 
The Federal Power Commission has frustrated an 
attempted rate grab, aimed by the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation against the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
and thus against St. Louis consumers. It was another 
instance of a vast interlocking corporation trying to 
milk a distantly related subsidiary. The Power Com- 
mission’s decision means a cash saving for gas users 
here, but the case is of greater import than this.® 
It is highly important to the public that the Gov- 
ernment’s power be upheld to regulate so elusive 
and slippery a setup as this. This the commission has 
done, by overruling numerous evasive contentions by 
the fuel corporation. The company pleaded that it 
was not a public utility, since it was chartered in 
Delaware as a private corporation. The commission 
held that the real test “is not what a corporation 
is authorized to do, but what it does.” If the com- 
pany were exempt from regulation under the Natural 
Gas Act, as it insisted, then the door would be open 
to all manner of exploitation. 
St. Louisans appreciate the Commission's action in 
their behalf, and its sensible reading of the law.

EWS coverage of the European war is 
mainly the job, in America, of our three 
large, independent news-gathering agen- 
cies: the Associated Press, the United Press, 
the International News Service. Consider- 
able criticism has been leveled at all these 
agencies for allegedly biased reports; for 
allegedly inaccurate reports, for allegedly 
incomplete reports. 

Good newspaper men welcome just crit- 
icism, since it is at the same time a chal- 
lenge, a stimulus and a corrective. But 
unjust criticism, or criticism unfounded in 
fact, does them no good; and does no one 
else any good either, since it disseminates 
inaccuracies. If such unjust criticism is to 
be redirected along more constructive lines, 
the rerouting will be most simply done by a 
statement of some of the facts. 

For purposes of good business, if for no 
nobler purpose, the press associations must 
strive for objectivity in their reports. If a 


'story is incompletely or inaccurately report- 


ed, that may be perfectly satisfactory to all 
concerned for a time. But the truth will 
out eventually; outraged readers will punch 
heartily at the paper which carried such a 
story, and the paper, no matter how much 
the story might please its partial editorial 
soul, will promptly and none too courteously 
relay the punches to the press association. 

This is not only what might happen. This 
is what, in point of fact, has happened and 
does happen whenever a printed story is 
found to have inaccuracy in it. The inac- 
curacy is bad business in the long run even 
for the paper which, editorially, profits by 
the inaccuracy. It is bad business because 
reader dissatisfaction on almost any scale 


at all is the beginning of the financial end. 
. 7 * ; 


There is, however, always the certainty 
that some stories, as they appear in print, 
seem on the face of things to favor this or 
that side. A bird’s-eye view of the genesis, 
development, transmission and final forma- 
tion on the printed page of a foreign story 
handled by a news agency will be enlighten- 
ing on this point. It will show the possibil- 
ity of unsatisfactory stories making their 
appearance. It will also show that the ap- 
pearance of such stories casts no necessary 
reflection on the objectivity of the press 
associations which do the reporting. 

Army A has baffled, encircled and finally 
annihilated Army B. When the event is 
grasped and put on paper by reporters, the 
news story is born. 

But how does the reporter get his knowl- 
edge of the occurrence? Broadly speak- 
ing, there are three ways. He may have 
been on the spot and at a point of vantage, 
in which case he writes an eye-witness ac- 
count. Since, however, a war has consider- 
able body to it and correspondents, no mat- 
ter how capable, are not gifted with biloca- 
tion, this first-hand type of story cannot 
be had frequently. Indeed, when it does ap- 
pear, it usually needs to be supplemented by 
information from other sources, since no 


ene person can witness even a single battle 


in all its details. 


Method 2 for getting the account of the 
battle is the reliable-persons source. This 
means that the story has been obtained 
from those whose testimony has been 
proved to be both accurate and trustworthy. 
The person or persons in the case may 
be private citizens interviewed by the cor- 
re@pondent or they may be officials. Usual-

Charges that American correspondents are biased or inaccurate are 
unjust, writer says; untruthful dispatches are bad business both for 
reporters and press associations, he adds; notes difficulties of get- 
ting stories, and varied sources from which they are gathered.

or four ways. Undér this head, too, come 
the stories obtained from members of the 
diplomatic corps, whose professional need 
for having on hand a clear, unsuppressed 
version of events insures that their informa- 
tion will be valuable and revealing. In many 
cases, sources of this type cannot be quoted 
by name or, if they can be so quoted, the 
name often would mean nothing to the 
reader. But in each instance, the corre- 
spondent is obliged to credit the nature and 
comparative reliability of the source in 
question. 

The official communique is the third 
source for getting war news. This is the 
government’s official statement on military 
operations, issued at least daily as a matter 
of routine. An account thus obtained will, 
of course, be biased at its base. This is un- 
derstood by the correspondent. But the 
fact that the government made such and 
such a claim is in itself news and should 
be reported. The counter-agent to the pos- 
sible bias contained in such a story is the 
pointed attributing of the claim as originat- 
ing from the government itself. 


Not enough readers appreciate this dis- 
tinction. Consequently when a story leads 
off: “Seven enemy warships were destroyed 
today, the War Office announced,” a charge 
of inmaccuracy—supposing that the event 
proves false—is made against the news serv- 
ice. Actually, the news service was trans- 
mitting fact. The news agency did not re- 
port that the warships were destroyed, but 
that the War Office said they were de- 
stroyed. Quite another matter! 

Propaganda and censorship are major 
problems with the foreign newsman both 
when acquiring the facts of his story and 
when attempting to transmit them. 

The most effective check against the 
various government-propaganda forces at 
work to influence almost any story which 
derives from a government source is the 
experience of the reporters. Most of these 
foreign newsmen have covered more than 
one of the recent wars. They have seen, 
in almost every form, that which is propa- 
ganda and masks as truth. Recognizing it, 
they cut it out. Of course, since almost 
everything that might be printed is propa- 
ganda for or against someone or some idea, 
the accusation of conveying propaganda 
cannot be wholly avoided. 


BETTER TIMES—MORE BABIES. 
From the Pittsburgh Press. 


Fee a number of years, statisticians have 
been bombarding the nation with figures 
showing that the population will become 
stationary in about a generation, then start 
declining. 

In this connection, recent figures show an 
interesting trend. In 1915, when birth regis- 
tration figures were first tabulated on the 
present basis, 25.1 babies were born for 
each 1000 people. The absolute low was 
reached in 1933, at 16.5. Since that time, the 
rate has increased again to 17.6 in 1938. 

That plainly suggests that when people 
face a discouraging economic outlook they 
don't have as many babies as they do when 
times look a little better. Which is just one 
more excellent reason, if any more reasons 
should seem necessary, for conceptrating on 
building up our own economy in the face of 
a tragic world.

even commented about it. I have 
stopped being upset by every trifle, and haven’t had any symp- 
toms of my ulcer for nearly a year. Life is so pleasant and 
happy, however, that I have put on weight and if I don’t watch 
myself, I'll be needing your dieting chart.” 
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DIAGNOSIS Today’s case is cited not to intimate that 
stomach ulcers are based on marital maladjustments exclusively, 
but to show that the nervous tension and jittery state of the 
maladjusted married person is often a definite factor in his 
peptic ulcer. A generation ago we operated for ulcer of the 
stomach and small intestine. But a goodly number of these 
patients suffered from a return of their ulcer symptoms, even 
when the old ulcer had been excised. The basic cause of the 
ulcer, therefore, had not been removed. Nervous tension not 
only keeps the muscles tense, because they are bombarded with 
frequent impulses ordering their increased tone, but this same 
general nervous tension leads to a bombardment of glands 
with orders to secrete. 


In psychology, we talk about “motor” impulses, meaning 


‘those which go from the brain to muscles or glands. The same 


type of motor impulse which will make a muscle flex, will 
cause a gland to secrete. Nervous people, therefore, tend to 
have hyperacidity of the stomach from this excessive secretion 
of gastric juice. One of the essential cures of peptic ulcer 
is a reduction of the nervous excitability of the patient. 
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AN EMPLOYE who is in terror of a sharp-tempered, tact- 
less boss may suffer from stomach ulcers. A business man 
unduly worried over possible bankruptcy, may also develop 
peptic ulcer. People who are afraid of death may likewise show 
this same medical ailment. Nagging women often belong in 
this category. :

cult step in the crawl stroke 

is learning to breathe. Syste- 
matic inhalations supply the fuel 
to run your boat. Breath control 
in any style of swimming points to 
the success or failure of your abil- 
ity to use that stroke for any 
length of time with ease. The rea- 
son why most swimmers tire quick- 
ly is faulty breath control. 

The air in the lungs contributes 
the large percentage of buoyancy 
to the body. Thus you may float 
easily on the surface just so long 
as your lungs are filled with air. 
To continue remaining on the sur- 
face, you must learn how to prop- 
erly replenish the supply. In swim- 
ming the crawl, breathing must be 
more precisely controlled because 
you must regulate the time of in- 
haling and of exhaling to the nat- 
ural timing of your arm stroke. 

Successful breathing in the be- 
ginner’s stage is entirely dependent 
on the general perfection of your 
stroke up to this point. If you have 
learned to execute the mechanics 
of the preceding lessons sufficient- 
ly well, you will experience much 
less difficulty now. Please don’t 
imagine you are the exception who 
can master it in one or two les- 
sons. If you have been careless 
about the fundamentals or have 
rushed through your lessons, you 
will only have to retrace your steps. 
The perfection of your rhythm or 
timing, and your adjustability, or 
balance, denotes just how freely 
your body travels through the wa- 
ter at a fair rate of speed neces- 
sary to breathing. 

This speed is essential for the 
moment because the turning of the 
head to breathe rolls the body more 
than before, thus interfering with 
its forward progress. We shall di- 
vide the breathing into six counts 
just as you divided your stroke. 
Three counts with the mouth clear 
of the water to inhale, and three 
with the mouth submerged to ex- 
hale. Here is how to do it: 

Stand in the shallow water and 
take a big breath through the 
mouth as you did when learning 
to float. Count thfee slowly. Bend

Practice un- 
til you can inhale freely, in count, 
without coughing or choking, and 
until you are able to exhale under 
water with ease. When you ex- 
hale, there should be a lot of air 
bubbles visible, just as there would 
be if you blew out through a hose 
that was submerged in the water.

STRIVE FOR equalized inhaling 
and exhaling because if you breathe 
in a lot of air and force only half 
of it out you will not have room 
for sufficient fresh air to continue 
after a few strokes. The reverse 
is also true. If you take in but 
a little air and breathe out a lot, 
you will experience gagging under 
the water before you are ready in 
count for your next breath, 

Stand up straight now and turn 
the head to one side as far as you 
can as if you were trying to look 
back over your shoulder. This is 
the correct position for the head 
while you are swimming, for in- 
haling. Whichever side seems nat- 
ural for you to turn to, is the 
pi er one. 

Turn the head back to its normal 
position of looking straight ahead 
of you. This is the proper posi- 
tion for exhaling. Therefore you 
seo that your head turns to one side 
and back in front only. You repeat 
this in count for every stroke, but 
you do not turn it any other place. 
Just to one side then back in front. 

Bend forward at the waist, turn 
your head to the side and inhale 
for three counts. Turn your head 
back as described above, submerge 
and exhale through the nose and 
mouth, counting four, five, six. Re- 
peat this five consecutive times as 
you did before. Practice it thor- 
oughly until the entire sequence 
comes easily.

Both Partners 
At Fault for 
Weak Bidding

“You will observe that there was 
nothing to the play, that six dia- 
monds was an absolute laydown. 
Perhaps I need not add that our 
match-point score on this board 
was represented by a_ beautiful 
goose egg. What was the proper 
North-South bidding?

As is usually the case, when part- 
ners stop two levels short of their 
laydown tricks, the fault must be 
placed at both their doors. 

South’s one diamond opening was 
unquestionably correct, and North’s 
first response, a single raise, was 
not bad enough to be criticised, A 
more constructive response would 
be one heart; even with as weak a 
heart suit as North’s, it is advisable 
to mention a major suit over a mi- 
nor and thereby build the bidding 
up to a major suit or no trump 
contract. A single raise gives ex- 
ceedingly little information. Indeed, 
the only thing it conveys is trump 
support. The take-out at least 
shows a stopper in another suit, 
and the raise can almost always 
be safely deferred until a later 
round, However, no great harm 
would have been done by North’s 
two diamond bid if he had shown 
greater enterprise on his next turn. 
South’s two spade bid, a “reverse” 
in a higher ranking suit, announced 
considerable strength, and North, 
with the fitting king of spades and 
extraordinary diamond support, not 
to mention a doubleton in clubs, 
would have been justified in now 
jumping to four diamonds. Consid- 
ering that he hed first given only 
a single raise, this present jump 
would be anything but optimistic: 
After a four diamond preference 
bid from North, South would, of 
course, use the Culbertson 45 no 
trump convention, and this would 
convey extremely valuable informa- 
tion to North. Since the latter held 
the kings of both bid suits, which 
meant that South could not hold 
the king of a bid suit, North could 
read South’s four no trump bid 
as showing three aces, the alter- 
native requirement. 

The question now would. arise 
whether North should bid aggres- 
sively and jump all the way to six 
diamonds, or conservatively and 
sign off with five. Even in the lat- 
ter case, however, South might well 
bid the slam himself. He would 
not have to fear a diamond loser, 
end with great strength in both 
spades and clubs, would have an 
excellent play to avoid the loss of 
any black card. The spade king 
would solidify South’s suit and even 
if North lacked that card, there 
would be the chance for a success- 
ful finesse.

Thus, there should have been no 
great difficulty in the partnership’s 
reaching a six diamond contract. 
To do so, it probably was necessary 
for North to make a better bid 
than three diamonds on the second 
round, and in that sense the blame 
for missing the slam must be placed 
on North. But even as the bidding 
proceeded, South most certainly 
should have made another bid over 
three diamonds, at the very least 
an urging bid of four diamonds. 
His four and a half honor tricks 
and distribution amply warranted 
a further try for game, and his 
timid pass brings him in for a good- 
ly share of the blame for not reach- 
ing at least a game contract.

yesterday the four 
anniversary of the 
of ether and the 
honor done to our pioneer Ameri- 
can physician, Dr. Crawford W. 
Long, for whom a stamp is now 
issued, to remind us that in 1842 
he first gave ether as an anaes- 
thetic for a surgical operation. 

Today I would like to point out 
the progress that has been made 
by modern science in the develop- 
ment of anaesthesia. The word 
“anaesthesia” means freedom from 
pain, and was coined by Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 

For a long time, ether, chloro 
form and nitrous oxide (laughing 
gas) were the only substances com- 
monly employed for surgical or 
dental anaesthesia. All of them 
are what are called “inhalation 
anaesthetics.” They derive their 
properties from the fact that they 
are volatile and readily become 
gaseous at ordinary temperaturés, 
so the patient can inhale them 
into the lungs; the fine blood ves- 
sels of the lungs absorb them and 
they numb the higher centers of 
the brain. 

The first step in advance was 
the discovery of local anaesthesia. 
In principle, this means the dead- 
ening of the small area where the 
surgeon intends to operate. It be- 
gan in about 1882—when the great 
nerve specialist, Sigmund Freud, 
asked a young doctor, Karl Koller, 
to help him find out about the 
properties of cocaine. Dr. Koller, 
being a conscientious investigator, 
started by experimenting on him- 
self. He swallowed some of a so- 
lution of cocaine; he was expecting 
general sensations, but he neticed 
to his surprise that it made his 
tongue and the inside of his mouth 
numb. 


THIS INTERESTED Dr. Koller 
very much. He was intending to spe- 
clalize on the eye, and he knew 
the desperate need for something 
that could be dropped in the eye 
to deaden pain after injuries and 
deaden sensation for local op- 
erations. He tried cocaine in the 
eye and found it worked. 

Dr. Koller is still alive, in ‘ac- 
tive practice in New York, one of 
the great heroes of science, little 
known, modest and industrious in 
an active eye practice. 

Even more ingenious is to use 
spinal anaesthesia — to inject a 
drug right into the space around 
the spinal cord—and deaden the 
central nervous system at its 
source. It’s quite a weird sight to 
see a surgical operation under 
these circumstances. The patient’s 
head is alert, he can speak, hear 
and see, but from the neck down 
he is a senseless lump. “Just a 
disembodied head,” as one surgeon 
said of his subject. 

Another of the great advances 
in modern anaesthesia the use 
of a combination, or rather, series 
of drugs. One is given by vein as 
a preparation and then a much 
smaller amount of a gaseous 
anaesthetic is needed.
